At the time of the collision, the 
Yucatan was making her way through 
water that appeared to contain large 
quantities of slush ice. Afterward 
these patches of slush ice turned out 
to be icebergs. At $:30 the steamer

parently 25 feet long and 15 feet hign. 
On account of the thick snow that 
was falling, Capt. Porter and the pilot, 
Capt. Johnson, former master of the 
Steamer Ohio, wrecked in British Co- 
lumbia waters last year, did not see 
the berg until they were upon it.

Seventy Cars an Hour Pass 
City Crossings. 
Public Utilities Board Hears 
Speed Complaints. 


Subway or Elevated Solution 
for Railroads. 


Measures calculated to lessen the 
Ganger of grade crossings were dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the Board of 
Public Utilities, yesterday afternoon. 
Several persons were present to pro- 
test against what they consider is 
the excessive speed of the Long Beach, 
Whittier and Santa Ana cars over the 
four-track system of the Pacific Elec- 
tric. The initiative was taken by the 
Sixth Ward Improvement Association. 
Individuals filed separate protests. 

The railroads Were represented by 


|General Manager Joseph McMillan of 


the Pacific Electric; Superintendent 
John A. Akin of the Los Angeles 
Railway Company: Attorney Sam 
Haskins of counsel for the Huntington 


j interests, and one or more officials of 


the Los Anpeles-Pacific Railroad 
Company. City Attorney Hewitt was 
present on behalf of the city. 

The principal complaint was the al- 
leged high rate of speed maintained by 
the Pacific Electric cars over its 
right of way from Ejlghth street to 
Vernon avenue and beyond. It was 
stated that the city naturally could 
not exercise any jursidiction over 
the rapid transit lines after the cars 
left the city limits. But for a stretch 
of approximately three miles, it was 
asserted that the city ought to in- 
force its speed-limit ordimance for the 
protection of residents along the line. 


DANGEROUS CROSSINGS.

OOSEVELT 
IS RETICENT. 
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HAS ANSWERED NO LETTERS ON 
POLITICS. 


Friends Have Written Him De- 
nouncing President Taft's Admin- 
istration, But no Answering Criti- 
cism Hag Come Back from the 
African Jungles. 


[Washington Letter to st. Louis Times’) 

In the jungles of Africa the man 
erstwhile of ready speech has kept his 
own counsel, 

Theodore Roosevelt has not sent out 
from his hunting camp one written 
word of cadmment on American poli- 
tical affairs. The stories to the effect 
that in letters written to friends in 
America he has made comment on the 
trend of administration affairs, are 
without any foundation whatever. Mr. 
Roosevelt has carried reticence to the 
extent of refraining from anything 
resembling an expression of opinion 
even on public affairs, which lie out- 
side the field of politica. One fassing 
reference to his belief that Peary had 
discovered the pole and that Cook's 
claim was fraudulent constitutes the 
sum total of his words on great mat- 
ters which have held his fellow-Amer- 
icans’ interest since he started for the 
African fields. 

It is perfectiy well known to whom 
the former President would write his 
opinions if he intended to offer any 
on the achievement or lack of achieve- 
ment of the Taft administration. Di- 
rect Information has been obtained by 
your correspondent from the men who 
were closest to Mr. Roosevett the last 
geven years of his official life that he 
has written no word of censure or of 
praise of the administration's ‘en- 
deavor from the day that he left New 
York as the chief of the Smithsonian 
Institution's African expedition, 

It is learned from unimpeachable 
sources of information that the for- 
mer President has received scores of 
letters, asking him to express his 
opinion upon current events in this 
county. Mr. Rveosevelt has been told 
by sore of the more ardent progres- 
sives am his correspondents that 
President Taft made a ltamentable 
failure of his tariff revision efforts; 
that he had given himself over entire- 
ly to the reactionary influence in Con- 
gress, and that there was no hope for 
the future. Mr. Roosevelt was asked 
to say what he thought of it all, and 
no answer came. or if the letters were 
acknowledged, they contained nothing 
to satisfy in the least the curiosity, 
or the interest, as you will, of the com- 
plaining ones. 

LETTERS OF ANOTHER KIND. 

Letters of another kind have gone 
from America to Africa. These letters 
have told the former President that 
his successor in office did all that it 
was possibile for him to do during the 
days of heat and trouble over tariff 
revidien, and that his progressive in- 
tention was just a® strong as ever, and 
all that was necessary was the exer- 
cise of a little patience pending the 
time of full accomplishment.

Roosevelt than any other man per- 
sonally or officially during the years 
he spent in the White House, says that 
it is inconceivable, even with full 
knowledge of the mighty hunter's out-

PLANS OF CLAREMONT AGREED 
TO BY CITIZENS. | 


At Well A:tcnded Meeting Held to 
Discuss Matter Bord is Fa- 
vered—Pomona College Choral 
Union Concert Will Be Given This 
Evening in Hoimes Hall. 


CLAREMONT. Feb. 18-—The pro- 
posal of the Trustees to issue bonds 
for $15.000 for civie improvements was 
unanimously indorsed at a well-at- 
tended meeting of citizens at the City 
Hall last evening. The meeting went 
further than merely approving of the 
proposals of the board, recommending 
the issuance of $20,000 bonds instead 
of the original amount. 

Dr. G. S&S. Sumner outlined the pians 
of the Trustees. Of the $15,000 pro- 
posed, $3500 is for the purpose of pur- 
chasing the lot on which the City Hall 
now stands, held at present under a 
ten years’ lease, and for new equip- 
ment. For the fire department $4000 
is wanted, plans for which Include the 
purchase of an automobile chemical 
engine: $1200 is to go into improve- 
ments on sidewalks on Yale, Harvard 
and College avenues, between First 
and Tenth streets; $6300 is for the im- 
provements and regrading of roads, 
including several of the more impor- 
tant thoroughfares near the bounda- 
ries of the city. 

With the approval of the citizens’ 
meeting sequred, the Trustees will at 
once take the necessary steps for the 
issuance of the bonds, and begin work 
on the various improvements as soon 
as possible.
